Statement by Spillsbury 


According to a statement said to have 
been signed by Spillsbury, made public 
today by Gen. Trevino, neither he nor 
the negroes knew which side began the 
; firing. Spillsbury's statement says tliat 
practically all the Americans who lost 
their lives were killed when they ad- 
vanced to a deep ditch in which Mexicans 
were stationed and Avhen other Mexicans, 
getting around to a deep ditch in their 
rear, attacked them from the back. 


The Mexican commander said that 
it 
seemed proba)<le, inasmuch as Gen. Per- 
shing seemed ignorant of the fate of the 
Boyd column, that outside of five addi- 
tional prisoners now being brought here 
the Americans were annihilated although 
it waa possible more had escaped. 


Will Not Hang Americans 


Gen. Pershing has wired here for the 
names of the dead and the prisoners. 
It 
was officially announced that none of the 
prieoners here will be hanged, that "not 
being the custom of a civilized country." 


In his statement, Spillsbury says that 
he did not believe when he left Casas 
Grandes in company with Captain Boyd 
that there would bo any trouble, feeling 
confident that 
previous 
friendly rela- 
tions would continue. 


Captain Morey and his 
men 
joined 
them enroute and the statement quotes 
Spillsbury as saying, during the confer- 
ence with Gen. Gomez he was opposed 
to Captain Boyd's "obstinacy," arguing 
that it would be best to retire until Gen. 
Trevino, at Chihuahua City, had passed 
on their request to Gomez to be allowed 
to pass. 
Gomez explained, it is 
said, 
that an answer would come in three 
hours. 


Recounts Supposed Opinion. 


The statement recounts 
a 
.«iupposed 
opinion 
by 
Spillsbury 
that 
Captain 
Boyd was imbued with the idea that an 
action would bring him quick promotion, 
and also that the ^Mexicans would back 
down on a show of force. 
Tt credits the 
Bcout with having argued with 
Lieut. 
Adair in the evening before against rnov- 
ing into the Carrizal territory in search 
of bandits and also says he admits hav- 
ing importuned Captain Boyd at least 
^o try to get around by some other rofid. 
Tt then gives Spillbury's story as fol- 
lows : 


"The troops wore about 200 
yards 
»part during the 
conference. 
Captain 
Boyd and Morey and I advanced half 
way to meet Gen. Gomez. 
Tt was twen- 
ty minutes after we had returned to our 
respective lines 
and Boyd 
had 
given 
numerous orders to his men and those of 
Captain Morey, who were stationed some 
distance away, before Boyd gave the or- 
der to advance. 


"The opposing sides were within 150 
yards of each other when the firing be- 
gan. 
Neither the negroes nor I know 
trilo ftred the first shot. 
I remained be- 
hind. 


"Troop C got as far as a deep ditch, 
where the Mexicans were placed. 
Prac- 
tically all who lost 
their 
lives 
were 
there, including Boyd and Adair. 
The 
Mexicans did heavy execution with a 
machine gim and then, getting around to 
a deep ditch, in the rear, attack the 
Americans from that point. 


Whole Troop Surrounded. 


"The whole of troop C. was surround- 
ed and not many seemed to get away. 
The horse holders bolted with a few of 
the mounts, but the remainder were bot- 
tled up and were captured. 
There were 
two American pack mules along but they 
evidently got away at the very start. 
Troop H-apparently fared better, as it 
farther away. 
A bullet took ofT 
ray hat and another grazed my ami. 
One of the negroes who wag captured is 
wounded. 
In jail here the negroes are 
very bitter about being led into what 
they call a deadfall. 
They were entirely 
In the open with natural defenses all 
around them such as brush and ditches, 
which the Me.xicans naturally took ad- 
Tftntage of.

Still Awaits Report. 
The president still awaited a final re- 
port from Gen. Pershing on the Carrizal 
clash, and army officers said it might 
be another day or two before this ar- 
rived. 
Gen. Pershing's oflBcial report 
probably will be based on the accounts 
either by officers of the troops which 
encountered the Mexicans, or of the cav- 
alry squadrons, which have been sent 
out in search of the eombataiits.

On returning to his office Secretary 
Lansing, for the first time since he be- 
came secretary of state, cancelled his 
morning engagement with the newspaper 
men.

Refuse to Discuss It. 
Secretary Lansing and Secretary Baker 
went to the white house at 10 o'clock this 
morning for a conference with the presi- 
dent.

Traffic Rules Again. 


The Sentinel believes the decision to defer the adoption of t h e 
rigid 
" s t r a i g h t traffic" rule on the congested 
section 
of 
Calhoun 
street until there can be had a practical test oi the less rigorous plan 
t h a t will permit to t u r n to the right by vehicles at Wayne, Berry and \ 
Main streets is to be commended. 
It is the outcome of a discussion 
of the traffic problem by the board of public; safety, city councilmen 
and representatives of various civic and commercial organizations, 
including t h a t of the motorists, and it is perfectly apparent 
t h a t 
there is in no quarter a disposition to seek advantage or to inflict uur 
necessary hardship upon either the pedestrian or the driver of a ve-- 
h i d e . 
On the contrary there is shown a fine spirit of co-operation in 
the effort to reach the solution of the traffic problem, and to allow 
the widest latitude consistent with public safety and the expeditious 
•arvtuftent of traffic. 


The fact that the builders of F o r t W a y n e , like those of most 
cities whose start was made a century and more ago, skimped in 
measuring the width of our street» p u t s u p to the present day an- 
other instance of conditions, not theories. 
Perhaps they were not 
altogether to blame for failure to correctly appraise the needs of the 
future. Even the vision of twenty-five years ago could scarcely pene-

The fact t h a t 
they, are giving willing ear to suggestions offered by citizens in a sin- 
cere desire to be of useful service gives splendid promise t h a t F o r t 
W ^ y n e is finally going to arrive a t the best possible solution of its 
gij^antic ti'affic problem.

If the employes prefer to join a citi- 
7.en soldiery camp during their vacation 
they will be given full |)ay during the 
v.T cation period, which is based on years 
of service. A man who has been with 
the Western Union one year is given a 
week's vacation, and one in the service 
two years receives two.

further specifies that those employes en- 
t i t l e to two weeks' vacation may have 
two additional Weeks òn full' pay, pro- 
viding they remain in training with the 
fit iièn soldiery. 


May Effect Office Yet.

An account of the capture of^he Bnis- 
sels, which belongs to the Great Eastern 
railway company, was made today by 
officials of the line. The ves.sel was on 
her way from Rotterdam to Tilbury with 
passengers and mails. She was captured 
yester^y. 


The Brussels is, a 285 foot, 1,380 tons 
gross, and was built in 1902. Tilbury is 


on the Thajues on the outskirts of Lon« 
don. The route from Rotterdam to Til- 
bury lies cicrf>ss the southern end of the 
North spa, on 
line which passes about 
forty milos north 
of Zeebrugge. The 
tirrnian destroyers 
probably set forth 
from Zeebrugge.

Submit Indiana Report 
at Washington. 


Indianapolis, 
June 
24.—Dr. 
H. 
L. 
Barnard, state food and drug commis- 
sioner for Indiana, will complete an in- 
dustrial survey of the state before the 
end of the 
week and 
will 
leave 
for 
Washington to deliver the report per- 
sonally. 


"It is remarkable hoAv little attention 
has been given this art of any plan of 
preparedness for wars in the past," said 
Dr. Barnard in diecusainfj the subject. 
"This is the first time the departments 
at Washington have ever ordered such 
a complete survey. " The reason the Ger- 
man army has been able to endure what 
it has at the front, with constant fight- 
ing, is this excellent preparedness back 
home." 


This "preparedness back home" con- 
sists in the collection of knowledge of 
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what our people are producing, what this 
manufacturer or that manufacturer is 
putting out and what he can put out 
in way of all sorts of clothing, shoes, 
blankets, tents, camp equipment, arms, 
food or anything else that is supposed to 
have a part in the comfort, proper sani- 
tation or feeding, equipment or 
what 
not, of a first class camp. 
As Dr. Ber- 
nard 3.iys, there is no part of any pre- 
paredness plan so important. 
In any 
sort of warfare at the very best the 
larger percentage of deaths are caused 
by disease from improper care in camp 
regulations and preparation of food. 


While the government at Washington 
is calling for thorough reports from aj,l 
states, Indiana is at the head of the list 
with early and 
thorough 
information, 
due to the fact that under Dr. Bernard 
an organization has been effected that 
is immediately and thorotighly respon- 
sive. 
The Indiana manufacturers are, as 
a result, placed in most favorable posi- 
tion on the list of producers, with a list 
which will be used in the making of 
purchases and contracts.

Mine Disaster in the Black 
Sea Took Heavy Toll 
of Passengers.

Case a Sensation at 
Huntsville, Ala. 


Huntsville, , Ala., 
June 
24.—Madison 
county citizens waited with interest to- 
day thè promised 
report of a special 
grand jtrry investigation of 
conditions 
here which led to tiié inurder of County 
Probate Judge W. 
Lawler, and the 
suicide of Sheriff Robert Phillips and 
, Shelby S.- Piéasànts a lawyer, widely 
known in 'Alabama. 


The body of Lawler, who had been 
shot, was found weighted down in a 
creek near here June 17, shortly after 
a hotly contested primary in which pro- 
hibition, championed by Lawler, was one 
of the chief issues. 


Warrants immediately were issued for 
the arrest of D. D. Overton, Lawler's un- 
successful opponent 
for 
the 
probate 
judgeship nomination and for Charles M 
Nails, 
who 
with 
Phillips, 
had 
been 
among Overton's supporters. 
Nails sur- 
rendered several days 
later and 
was 
taken to .Birmingham for safe keeping, 
two companies of militia meanwhile be- 
ing 
sent 
here 
as 
a 
precautionary 
liieasiire. 
Overton still is a t large, al 
though a reward of $1,000 was offered 
for him. 
Sheriff Phillips early this week 
issued a statement 
replying to 
criti- 
cism because Overton had not been ar- 
rested, and saying he was doing all pos- 
sible to apprehend him. 
In a note found 
by the sheriff's body when he shot him- 
self yesterday, was the statement that 
he believed he was suspected 
of 
the 
Lawler murder and 
asserting his inno- 
cence. Pleasants, who shot himself Wed- 
nesday, also left a note saying, suspicion 
in connection with the murdei- caused his 
act. 
Officials in charge of investigati 
made the statements that neither Phif- 
iips nor Pleasants. had been suspected, 
and while saying worry over criticism 
caused Phillips to kill himself, were at 
a loss to account for the suicide of the 
attorney.

Mr. Crane wag a thorougli 
attorney, although he never engaged in 
active litigation, was a diligent worker 


and with his knowledge of the law, es- 
pecially in real estate, became an expert 
abstractor in the preparation of titles, 
and also with his thorough knowledge 
of bookkeeping, aided by his knowledge 
of legal principles, became and was rec- 
ognized as one of the most expert ac- 
countants in the state. 


"Mr. Crane by nature was very sym- 
pathetic, cheerful in disposition, patient 
to listen and in social intercourse was a 
most delightful companion. 
His con- 
clusions in matters pertaining to 
his 
work were invariably accurate and fair. 


"In the death of Mr. Crane his widow, 
children and his relatives sustain an ir- 
reparable loss and the citizens of Fort 
Wayne have been deprived of a valued, 
loyal and 
patriotic 
citizen,

Constantinople, May 30.—For the 
first 
time since the war began 
full facts 
are now made known as to the number 
and nature of service of the German offi- 
cers and men in the Ottoman army. 
At 
' the present time 360 officers and 1,867 
non-commiesloned 
officers and men of 
German 
origin are 
serving with 
the 
Turkish army, navy and coast defense 
system. 


Of this number 253 officers and 517 non- 
commissioned officers are attached to the 
mobile army and Interior fortifications; 
while 107 officers and 1,350 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men serve in the Ot- 
toman navy and the coast batteries. 


Nearly all the German officers and men 
in the Ottoman 
army reachcd 
Turkey 
early In 1915, by way of Rumania and 


I Bulgaria, while the German members of 
the Ottoman navy come largely from the 
German battle cruiser Goeben and the 
small cruiser Breslau and from German 
merchant vessels Interned at Constanti- 
nople when the war broke out. 
Some of 
them came to Turkey over the Balkan 
route during 1015 and during the present 
year. 


All of them have been "loaned" to the 
Turkish 
government, 
that, 
is to 
say, 
while they actually enter 
the military 
service of tlie sultan they never lose their 
German citizenship or divest themselves 
of the obligation to serve in the German 
army. 


The nucleus of the German personnel 
of the Ottoman army was the German 
military mission under Liman von San- 
ders Pasha, which went to Turkey after 
the Balkan war of 1012 and succeeded the 
mission headed by the late Field Marshal 
von der Goltz Pasha. 
The mission was 
Increased first In December, 1914, when 
Turkey entered the European war. Since 
then it has grown to the 
proportions 
given above. 
Technically every German 
soldier entering the 
Ottoman 
militaiY 
service becomes a member of the mlsr 
sion. 
His standing is no other at any 
time, though Germans born In Turkey 
may become actual members of the Turk- 
ish army. 
Their number Is small, how- 
ever, most of them serving as 
Inter- 
preters. 


The German officers and men serving 
In the Ottoman national defense scheme 
get part of their pay from the German 
government, the amount differing greatly. 
Subsistence, however, clothing excluded. 
Is provided wholly by the Ottoman mili- 
tary and naval administrations. 
It in a 
rule that German officers and non-com- 
missioned men are advanced one rank 
when they enter the Ottoman 
service, 
their title then being, for Instance, "cap- 
tain of the Imperial German army and 
major In the Ottoman service Schneider." 
Mertens Pasha, for instance, la admiral 
of the Imperial German navy and general 
of the Ottoman coast defenses. 


There are In Turkey at this time the 
officers and meh of sisveral Austro-Hun- 
garian heavy batteries. 
These, however, 
do not form an intrinsic part pf the Ot- 
toman army In the sense the Germans do. 
In that case the organization has been 


loaned for a specific time and purpose. 
Neither the number of batteries nor that 
of the personal may be given here. 
The 
statement must suffice that the Austro- 
Hungarians with the Turkish army are 
comparatively few in number. 


Until the allies landed on Gallipoli, the 
duties of the German 
military 
mission 
consisted entirely of reorganization. 
Up 
to that time Its members had been oc- 
cupied putting the Ottoman army on a 
new basis In tactical and administrative 
matters. When the campaign on Gallipoli 
commenced the Turkish government was 
obliged to put the head of the mission. 
Field Marshal Liman von Sanders Pasha, 
in command of the Gallipoli army, com- 
posed of parts of the Third and Fifth 
armies of the Ottoman army, eight divi- 
sions in all. 
PACK MULE neiiiiFS 


URGyLWiUIFIUIE 


Is Backbone of Mountain 
Transportation System 
of Italian Army. 


Headquarters of the 
Italian Army, 
June 5.—Correspondence of The Associ- 
ated Press).—The black line of loaded 
pack mules, each led by an Alpine sol- 
dier, is one of the strangest sights to be 
met in the mountain war zone. On busy 
days this line may sometimes be seen 
winding its way from a valley five milea 
distant up the mountain passes to peaks 
ten thousand feet high. 


The mule is at once the glory and the 
backbone of the mountain transportation 
system of the Italian army. 
It is par- 
ticularly useful 
because it is unafraid. 
Itself bred in the mountains, often grow- 
ing under the very 
noses of vokanoea, 
used 
to 
grazing 
while 
earthquakes 
threaten, at the front it hardly pricks its 
ears at artillery noises. 


It is estiriiated that upwards of 250,- 
000 mules are in service in the war zone. 
The most of them comes from the Ab- 
ruzzi mountains in the central part of 
Italy, but they have been requisitioned 
from every part of the kingdom, even 
from Sicilly and Sardina, together with 
their two-wheeled carts 
painted with 
scenes-of provincial history. 


To this mule in the early part of the 
war Italy hitched much of her hauling- 
and carrying and today, with plenty of 
fine roads and new bridges in the war 
zone, the mule still keeps pace with the 
automobile, the narrow gauge railway 
and the airline 
railways of the high 
mountains. 
; 


This little mule, 
eleven to thirteen 
hands high, often hardly as large as a; 
Texas pony, is different 
from 
other 
mules, bun-OS, and evil-tempered beasts.' 
For one thing, 
it 
isn't stubborn. 
It' 
doesn't flop back its ears, and lunge out 
with Doth heels, like its American broth- 
er, 
It is a patient, willing, hardy, af- 
fectionate animal 
that climbs a snowy 
mountain pass as surely as a cat on a 
fence. 
It is used for carrying up the 
mountains every article from a plank of 
soft pine to a cannon shell. If the Ital- 
ians ever get over the mountains, they 
promise to remember 
the 
mule that 
helped on the'^ob.

24.—Congressman 
John A. M. Adair will remain in Indiana 
until July 4th, when he will return to 
Washington. 
He will have a speaking 
date each night during his stay and will 
occupy several of the days in automobile 
speaking tours among the smaller com- 
munities. 
As the democratic 
candidate 
for governer, he is naturally much in- 
terested in the result of the several na- 
tional conventions and'their effect upon 
the Indiana situation. 


"So far as the Indiana democratic vote 
is concerned," he says, "nobody questions 
the fact that the party was never so 
splendidly united in indorsing Woodrow 
\vilson and the best state administration 
we have ever had. 


"When we consider

It will be reinforced 
concrete fireproof construction, with a

The offices will be provided with a 
painted cement finished floor to be placed 
in position before partitions are erected 
in order to meet any future 
changes 
that might be required. 
The dividing 
partitions for the offices will be con- 
structed with gypsum fireproof partition 
tile, which are easily removed and into 
which additional openings can be made. 
Faced With Pressed Brick. 


The building will be faced on threo 
sides with pressed brick, and at the top 
of the first story and at the cornice line 
will be trimmed with terra cotta. this 
material being particularly adapited to 
fireproof 
construction. 


The design of the building is devel- 
oped in pattern ornamental brick work, 
somewhat similar to the Fisher Bros, 
wholesale 
paper 
warehouse 
and 
the 
Coony Bayer cigar factory by the same 
architects, Mahurin & Mahurin, éliminât 
ing the heavy projecting cornices which 
are expensive to build and maintain and 
add to the fire hazard. 


While it is not the intention of tin* 
owners to make the building extrava- 


gant in design and finish, it is their in- 
tention to build a modem fireproof build-, 
ing, properly finished and equipped with 
modern heating, elcctric, lighting, tele-' 
phone conveniences, and proper cleanini» 
facilities, and provide offices that will be 
in size somewhat larger than the typical 
city office and which will be more ap- 
propriate to the requirements of a city 
of the size of Fort Wayne.

The management of the Central Gro- 
cery has in mind to provide and equip; a 
thoroughly modern and sanitary grocery' 
store that not only will be in kaepinjf 
with their present service, but such im-..

siring seemed ignorant of thu fate of the 
Boyd column, that outside of five addi- 
tional prisoners now- being brought here 
the Americans were annihilated although 
it was possible more had escaped. 


Will Not Hang Americans 


Gen. Pershing has wired here for the 


names of the dead and the prisoners.
